In the light of the cited documents the present claims 1-32 have to be considered as being 
novel (Art. 33(2) PCT) as none of these documents discloses the present subject-matter. 
However, in the light of D1 (col.2, line 26 - col.5, line 5; claims 1 ,2), D3 (page 3, line 16 - 
page 7, line 5; claims 1-9) and D2 (claims 1-5) the present claims 1-32 cannot be 
considered as being inventive (Art. 33(3) PCT) as the object of the present application, 
namely to provide a method of preparing branched alkyl aromatic hydrocarbons and the 
present solution has already been suggested by said documents. 
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
